More run-away Russian agr- 
nts aie reported today to be 
standing by in guarded Amer- 
ican asylum, ready to follow 
Yuri A. Rastvorov in de- 
nouncing the Soviet commu- 
nism for which they spied.

last Jan 24 because "I wanted to 
live like a decent human being "

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Few men attain the age of 80 displaying more vigor 


than Herbert Hoover, who acts like he could take to the hust- 
ings and lambaste the Democrats every day of the week for 
months on end. 


As he passed his 80th milestone at West Branch, Iowa, 


his birthplace, the nation's oldest living ex-President deliv- 
ered himself of a speech in such challenging tones that some 
of his listeners must have been tempted to yell, "Give >m 
hell, Herbie." 
Certainly Harry Truman, the only other j 


member of the living ex-Presidents' club, must have won- 
dered whether someone was stealing his stuff. 


Like Mr. Truman, Mr. Hoover has good reason to deal 


in fighting words. Mr. Truman was heavily maligned in his 
first term, and even marked for discard by some of his party 
leaders when nominating time rolled around in 1948. Mr. 
Hoover for years bore the stigma of identity with the Great 
Depression. 


Gradually, the perspective of time made it plain to all 


but the most rabid partisans that Mr. Hoover was neither 
the instigator nor the perpetuator of the depression. He 
simply happened to be at the helm when tremendous eco- 
nomic forces gripped the country and the world in a cata- 
cylsm.

But the Democrats never stopped blaming him for the 


disaster. As late as the 3952 campaign, his name still was 
being traded on for votes by those who sought to stir fears 
of another great "bust." 


Understandably, therefore. Mr. Hoover in turn has 


never ceased fighting bark. In the realm of accomplishment, 
he has long since gone on to new thing. Again and again he 
has been called on to employ his organizing talents on major 
missions, like the task of reorganizing government agencies. 
For these works he has gamed the admiration and respect of 
men in both parties. 


Yet his West Branch speech showed he could not be con- 


tent with such honors. His Republicanism, he believes, can- 
not be served by quiet achievement alone. He sees it as a 
cause to be trumpted loudly from the nation's platforms. 
And, 
conversely, he sees the intervening Den iccratic reg- 


imes of Presidents Roosevelt and Truman as having hurt the 
United States both at home and abroad.

Freeze Vegetables 


A recent release from Mary Lou 


Welschmeyer, district home econo- 
mist, discusses varieties of vege- 
tables to freeze. She says that their 
latest test result shows that variety 
of vegetable does not have nearly 
as much to do with freezing qual- 
ity as the state of maturity. Penn- 
sylvania State University also says 
that they believe any variety may 
be frozen successfully if it is pick- 
ed at the peak of its quality and 
then frozen as soon as possible. 


Our earlier feeling was that some 


varieties were better. Then others 
were probably due to a difference 
in maturity between varieties. Al- 
so, there is a great tendency to 
allow vegetables sold on the mar- 
ket to become thoroughly mature 
before picking, so that the yield is 
the largest possible. People who 
grow their own vegetables for 
freezing have best chance to. get 
the correct maturity. It might be 
well to pick those vegetables you 
plan to freeze, much earlier. Espe- 
cially those you have had the 
greatest difficulty freezing, 


Dry Cleaning 


Get better service from your dry 


cleaner by giving him information 
about the clothes to be dry clean- 
ed. A good dry cleaner is anxious 
to give you the best possible serv- 
ice. He will appreciate it if you tell 
him what fibers the clothes are 


made of and what has caused the 
spots. 


Also, tell him what spot remover 


you used if you tried to remove the 
spots 
yourself. 
Otherwise 
the 


chemicals you used, united" with 
the dry cleaning fluid he uses, 
might cause the garment to dis- 
color. 


For Cantaloup 


Do you know how to shop for 


cantaloup? The buyer needs to 
realize that when a melon is ma- 
ture and ready for harvest it sep- 
arates from the vine with 'only 
slight pressure. When a 
melon 


reaches this stage it is at "full 
slip" and separates cleanly from 
the vine leaving a slightly sunken, 
smooth, well calloused ecar at the 
stem end. 


This is the recognized high qual- 


ity of a vine ripened melon. 


The netting on a ripe cantaloup 


is well raised, coarse, dry and 
grayed in color. The netting is well 
developed and stands out in bold 
relief. The background between the 
netting should be light in color. 
There should also be a distinctive 
aroma. 


A honeydew melon should be se- 


lected a little differently. A definite 
creamy-yellow color and velvety 
feel to the rind are sure indications 
of ripeness.

BOSTON ij! — Five desperate es- 


capees from Norfolk Prison Colony 
face arraignment today before a 
U. S. Commissioner and possible 
life imprisonment on double kid- 
nap charges. 


The armed 
desperadoes, cap- 


tured Friday in Rhode Ibland and 
Connecticut less than 2-1 hours af- 
ter they fled the Massachusets 
prison with a guard hostage, were 
returned here today. 


One of the escapers was flushed 


from a Pawtucket, R. L, swamp, 
two were hauled from a stolen cat- 
near Putnam, Conn., and the oth- 
er two were taken in a nearby Put- 
nam woodland by heavily armed 
local and state police and FBI 
agents. 


The guard hostage was rescued 


unharmed. A Pawtucket garage 
mechanic. Peter Cherniavski, 36, 
also taken hostage by the fleeing 
convicts, was freed unhurt.

Richard Lavoie, 40, of Woonsocket 
R. I., was captured in a Pawtucket 
swampland, some 12 miles from 
the Massachusetts Prison Colony. 


A short time later Connecticut

James L. Schworm, 31, 01 Maiden, 
Mass., from a stolen car off Route

And minutes after, \Villiam J. 


Couture, 40, of Taunton, Mass., 
and Martin F. Feeney, 38. of Bos- 


ton, 
surrendered in a woodland not 


far from the car.

Friday 


night in Providence before U. S. 
Commissioner M. Lolis Abedon on 


I a federal charge o£ kidnaping De 
Adder. He waived hearing, was 
held in $100.000 bail, and was re- 
turned here with the others. 


The father of a small daughter, 


De Adder tolci his rescuers: 


"It was a terrible ordeal. They 


are five really tough customers. 
They were all light to me. though. 
They told me that if I minded my 
own business and didn't make a 
bum move I'd be all right." 


Cherniavski was alone in the 


Pawtucket garage when four of the 
convicts walked in on him, stola 
a car and forced him to accom- 
pany them. 


The convicts, four of whom es- 


caped from the prison colony in a 
mass break May 25, overpowered 
guards Thursday night and grab- 
bed De Adder as he sat in his car 
outside the prison and fled in the 
guard's auto.
